To halt runway expansion 

Court expected to grant injunction

A court injunction is expected to be granted 
within a week against runway expansion 
plans at Detroit Metropolitan Airport. 

California attorney Jerrold A. Fadem, 
representing the Romulus factions seeking to 
halt further building at the airport, reportedly 
uiD file for the injunction at Wayne County 
Circuit Court either Friday or Monday. 

Construction plans at the airport call for 
digging to begin on a new northeast-to- 
southwest runway within the new two weeks. 
No specific date has been set 

HOWEVER. A LETTER sent this week to 
James F. Popp, chief of the Planning Branch 
of the Federal Aviation Administration, 
Airport Division, from Donald A. Walgreen, 
chief of the Federal Activities Branch of the 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA), 
said that an important Environmental 
Protection Statement (EPS) filed by the

airport is “misleading” in part and should be 
re-worked. 

The re-working of the EPS and the sub- 
sequent review by the EPA could take as long 
as two years, estimated Tony Mabelitini, a 
leader of the Romulus Airport Neighborhood 
Action Committee (RANAC) who received a 
codv of the letter Monday. 

Therefore, RANAC, which’ was in contact 
with Fadem Monday, is “certain that we will 
get the injunction,” said Mabelitini. He said 
Fadem similarly was optimistic. 

But the EPA’s comments on the airport’s 
EPS are just t hat-comments, and actually 


carry little weight in the Wayne County Road 
Commission’s decisions, other officials said. 
The road commission operates the airport. 

HOWEVER. THE COMMENTS are ex 
pected to be weighed heavily by the courts in 
determi ning whether to award the injunction. 

The portion of the EPS deemed inaccurate 
by the EPA could prohibit the runway from 
being used if the document is not corrected, 
in the event the injunction is overruled, 
Mabelitini said... According to Romulus 
City Attorney William S. Munger, the in- 
junction sought actually is a restraining 
order, which would be followed by a hearing 


According to the letter, a copy of which 
went to Mabelitini, Walgreen said the “noise 
analysis (of the EPS) requires further 
clarification and documentation,” and that 
several other federal agencies also question 
the airport’s assessment of the projected 
noise volume of the runway. 

THE LETTER SAID the charts and 
diagrams describing the accousticai effect of 
the new runway “could be misleading ” 

“In our opinion it should be the purpose of a 
noise assessment to accurately describe the 
accousticai setting of the project’s future 
environmental impacts,” Walgreen said, 


indicating that goal was not achieved by the 
airport in the EPS 

Apparently, the airport claimed in the 
statement that the facility would be quieter in 
the long run because of the new runway, 
which the EPA and Walgreen also labeled as 
"misleading.” 

Actually, newer and quieter ajrplane 
engines will be responsible for curbing much 
of the noise, they said. 

THE AGENCY SUGGESTED a meeting 
between itself and the airport. 

RANAC. which includes homeowners in the 
Oakbrooke Subdivision just south of the 
airport, is fighting the airport expansion 
along with the City of Romulus and Romulus 
School District, claiming that the noise 
problem created by a new runway would be 
much worse than it is now. 

The city and school district each con- 
tributed $15,000 for seeking the injunction, 
thus relieving the financial burden from 
RANAC.

Mart has slow start; 
But success expected 


Romulus’ new community 
mart is experiencing a slow 
start, but its organizers 
nevertheless rema in confident 
of its eventual success. 

No more than 15 booth 
permits are expected to be 
sold for Saturday’s opening 
session beginning at 7:30 a.m. 
and continuing until 1 :30 p.m,, 
assuming the permits ever 
arrive at the city hall 
Mart organizers suffered a 
setback when the permits — 
which will cost $3 for residents 
and $7 for non-residents — 
didn’t arrive on time and 
several applicants had to be 
"turned away.” 

ACTUALLY, explained 
mart chairman Beverly 
McAnally, the applicants did 
“promise” they would come 
back and buy a permit when 
they finally arrive at the city 
clerk’s office, hopefully by 
today. 

In all, six permit purchases 
have been promised by area 
vendors and farmers wishing 
to display their produce and 
arts and crafts at the weekly 
community marts, scheduled 
to run through Sept 31 
The mart will be conducted 
in the city hall-library com- 
plex parking lot. The city will 
provide electricity for booths, 


picnic tables, park bencher 
and clean-up services each 
Saturday. 

Of the six “promises,” two 
are from the Wayne County 
Agricultural Agent, who was 
seeking permits for two 
constituents. 

“THERE HAS been a lot of 
interest and enthusiasm 


shown toward the mart so 
far,” Mrs. McAnally said, 

She hopes that some of that 
enthusiasm transforms itself 
into applicants for pernfits. 

“A couple little kids called 
for a booth in early August to 
sell handcrafted jewelry for 
muscular dystrophy, and I 


thought that was so nice of 
them,” she said 

She added that the mart 
holds a potential for 25 booths. 

Permits will be sold 
Saturday morning prior to the 
mart’s opening at the city 
clerk’s office. Residents need 
only bring proof of residence 
within the city. 


Detectives eye leads 
on robbery suspects 


Wayne County sheriffs detectives say they 
have several “pretty good leads” on at-large 
suspectssought in connection with two armed 
robberies in Romulus. 

A department spokesman said no arrests in 
connection with the hold-ups have been made 
but added that “we have some pretty good 
leads.” 

Both robberies occurred at Romulus 
markets last Tuesday, the first at 3 p m. and 
the second at 8 p.m. Sheriffs believe they 
were not committed by the same persons 
IN THE FIRST, a man was held up as he 
walked out of Vescio’s Market at Goddard 
and Shook, sheriffs said 
They added that two men put an object to 
the back of the victim and walked him to the 
rear of a parking lot where they took his 


money The robbers then fled on foot 
The first man wasdescribed as black, about 
22, 5-feet 1 1-inches tall and 135 pounds He 
wore his hair in a short Afro with long 
sideburns and a mustache and goatee. 
Sheriffs said he wore a light blue silk shirt, 
faded blue jeans, a gold necklace with a Virgo 
horoscope pendant. He also wore sunglasses 
His partner also was black, about 30, 5-feet 
6-inches in height, with a dark complexion 
and a nervous twitch abput the eyes, sheriffs. 

IN THE SECOND incident, two men robbed 
Vincen and Son’s Marke(, 7130 Middlebelt 
Sheriffs detectives said the men entered the 
store a nd we nt to separate check-out counters 
with small items. When the cashiers opened

The various city factions 
banding together in Romulus 
for the purpose of mounting a 
war against Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport’s ex- 
pansion program actually are 
serving to make Romulus a 
tighter-knit community. 

It is optimistic to believe 
they will succeed in securing a 
court injunction against the 
airport’s proposed runway 
construction program, but 
realistic to believe they won’t 
tfOjjt I pCQjGC. LiiUl 
The City of tomulus, the 
Romulus Community School 
District and desperate 
homeowners have joined 
hands for another skirmish 
with the powerful Wayne 
County Road Commission, 
which runs the continually- 
expanding airport. 

This is not the first time 
Romulus has tried to check 
the facility’s growth. 

FOR YEARS, THE CASE of 
Romulus vs. the airport has 
been the No. 1 concern and 
headache of each ad- 
ministration in the city and 
bock in the township days. But 
the complaints have no more 
beenableto stunt theairport’s 
growth than a person could 
stop a speeding 747 with two 
hands. 

But never before did 
practically the entire com- 
munity pool their finances in 
such a manner as they are 
doing now and stage an “all- 
out frontal assault” on the 
airport, as described by 
Fouad Berry, leader of the 
concerned homeowners. 

They have a foot in the 
courthouse door and money to 
back their determination of 
never allowing the new run- 
way to be built. And that’s 
farther than the community 
had ever gotten in years of 
fighting the airport 
The homeowners— residents 
of the Oakbrooke Subdivision 
which is affected by airport 
noise and likely would be even 
more with the proposed 
northeast-to-southwest run- 
way-say this is their last 
chance to "save our shirts.” 

THEY INSIST THEIR 
property values have plum- 
meted steadily as the airport 
has inched closer and closer to 
their subdivision They claim 
they can’t sell their homes 
because they would take such 
devastating losses, yet they 
hardly can afford to keep 
waiting, either 
So they have decided to 
make one last stand against 
the road commission, and

financial backing of the city 
and school district.

The city is concerned 
because it knows it must fight 
to protect its taxpayers. The 


school district is concerned 
because of educational hin- 
drances caused on some of the 
schools by loud landing and 
departing planes. 

And, whether the com- 
munity wishees to believe it or 
not, the road commission 
contends it is concerned too. 
Trouble is, it doesn’t see how 
the issue can be solved to help 
Romulus 

THE CASE THE com- 
mission will stand behind in 
court centers around the word 
“necessity “ An airport us a 
-acesr.ity in today’s society— 
and as society grows, so must 
the airport. 

Air travel already is the 
lifeline of the nation’s tran- 
sportation system.

Romulus tries to eliminate road rubbish discards 


The city is taking steps to eliminate some 
residents’ habits of discarding large pieces of 
rubbish along roadways 
The Romulus City Council has voted to 
place three large trash dumpsters at the 
city’s three fire stations and is urging 
residents to deposit any rubbish items there 
that would not normally be picked up by the 
city’s refuse collection service 
The dumpsters, which can hold 40-sauare- 
yards of rubbish and are rigged to be lifted 
and emptied by a garbage truck, will be 
placed on a 90-day trial basis at the fire 
stations at Goddard and Wayne roads, 
Eureka Road between Merriman and Mid- 
dlebelt (next to thb courthouse), and on 
Middlebelt between Ecorse and Smith 
ONE SUCH receptacle already is in use at 
the Romulus Department of FAiblic Works

<DPW) building on Bibbins Street, with a 
smaller dumpster at the city hall. 

However, city officials said few residents 
are making use of those two receptacles, 
mostly because they don’t know of their 
existence. 

“There is just too much dumping of rubbish 
along the roads in Romulus.” said Mayor 
Terry L. Troutt “Mavbe these dumpsters 
will help sohre the problem because people 
now will bp^ible to d(ump items at any time 


instead of having to wait lor the garbage 
trucks to come around.” 

The council’s resolution to set up the 
dumpsters on a 90-day Inal basis— with the 
option to sign a 2*year contract for their use— 
was spurred by Troutt’s report that many 
residents have been complaining that the 
rubbish contractor has not been picking up 
many items. 

“THE CITY has gotten from 35 to 50 
complaints about the rubbish contractor. 


Troutt said But the contractor (American 
Rubbish Disposal Co of Plymouth) says 
many people are not packing their garbage 
correctlv. and are putting out old 
refrigerators and stoves for collections.” 
which the company is not obligated to pick up 
under terms of its contract with Romulus 

Rubbish is collected weekly in Romulus by 
the disposal company, which also will provide 
the dumpsters 

Each receptacle will cost the the city $t 50 
per yard in rent if the contrac tor buys the 


dumpsters, the cost would be SI per unit, 
weekly collection costs will be $60 per unit. 

Troutt said the containers will be placed at 
the fre stations in areas that will enable 
residents to make rubbish disposals at any 
time 

“WITH THIS available to them, hopefully 
people will bring their rubbish to the dump- 
sters when it is an item too big for the regular 
collections arid when they don’t want to wait a 
week hr collection,” he added 

He said signs would be placed on the 
receptacles restricting their use to Romulus 
residents 

If the 9<i day trial succeeds, the council said 
a 2-year contract for Die dumpsters likely 
would hr* sjgned with the contractor, after 
which the service would be opened to other 
bidders

Vice-president is just simple, sturdy

Editor’s note: This fourth installment of “Jerry Ford, Up 
Close” chronicles the vice-president’s rise from the hay 
fields of Ottawa County to the corridors of the Capitol 

“Some say Jerry Ford is a square.” a television com- 
mentator intoned on a special news background broadcast. 
“But perhaps he's just as simple and sturdy as Grand Rapids 

furniture.” . . . . t 

Around “simple and sturdy” revolves a whole syndrome of 
myths that reveal the romanticism of the “Eastern 
establishment news media.” , . 

The “simple, sturdy” or regional myth is based on the 
theory that there is much that is good in American politics, 
but you have to get a wav from the strip of Atlantic coast 
between Long Island Sound and the Potomac River to find it 
The farther you go. the simpler and sturdier (for which 
equate lovable and foursquare) the politicians get. 

ALL VERY FINE, but political life is not really that 
simple. Grand Rapids and west Michigan, even back in 1945, 
formed a politically sophisticated metropolitan area 
Grand Rapids had established gambling joints, open all 
night and selling liquor after legal hours. 



There was a red-light district, and all the illegal activity 
flourished with the knowledge of the administration in city 
hall and the police department. 

This was the kind of politics Jerry Ford and his backers 
wanted to change, but it didn’t come easy against a political 
machine that had run quite well for two decades. When Ford 
came home from the war, it was under attack but still the 
dominant political force. Republican, of course. There was 
no effective, enduring Democratic Party in Michigan until 
after 1948 

AT THE CONTROLS of this machine was a gray eminence 
wearing a pince-nez: Frank D McKay. McKay was a 
financier, banker, insurance broker, arranger of contracts 
with the state, and the most formidable pol in the western 
half of Michigan. 

The McKay machine functioned as usual during the war 


years. Michigan had its equivalent of a Watergate. 

An obscure state representative, William C. Stenson of 
Greenland, Mich., began saying in that he had found $500 
stuffed into his overcoat pocket and that came from a lob- 
byist. 

Stenson believed some of the lobbyists systematically were 
buying votes in the legislature, he so testified before the 
grand jury that was called to investigate the whole lobby 
mess, and strange things began to happen 

AN OFFICIAL OF a Grand Rapids trucking company who 
testified during the grand-jury investigation was killed when 
a train hit his car. State Sen. Earl W. Munshaw of Grand 
Rapids was found in his auto, dead of carbon-monoxide 
poisoning two days after he had testified. 

A short time later State Sen. Warren G. Hooper of Albion 
testified before the grand jury. He was believed to have

Press causes stampede 
with Watergate stories 


American journalism is entering its own 
purgatory in the third year of Watergate. 
Even some of the nation’s top editors are 
weighing whether expiation is needed for the 
sins of excess and cynicism. 

Watergate is a story that got away from the 
press and caused a stampede. And in the 
nature of stampedes, the press became a 
wifling adversary, as much the source as the 
subject 

The press, the constitutionally protected 
guardian of the people, itself became the 
victim of — and then a leader of — the 
cynicism toward politicians and the distrust 
of our institutions. It is the route of madness, 
and then of destruction. 

THE PERFORMANCE for the most part 
has been a prancing, jabbing attack on the 
person of President Richard M. Nixon. 
Evidence is developing that many of the early 
disclosures were self-serving leaks from 
government agencies already investigating 
Watergate. 

The last Watergate story has not yet been 
written and, w’ith parts of the case before the 
courts and other parts before Congress, the 
attack is turning to Dr. Henry A. Kissinger, 
whose diplomatic feats already are legends. 
He has negotiated the end of the Vietnam vvar, 
the Arab oil embargo, and has established a 
new basis for peace in the Middle East, 
among other national triumphs. 

Neither Nixon nor Kissinger are ordinary 
men, nor are their deeds common. Yet they 
are being accorded less consideration than 
muggers on a dark street. 

There is a trauma in the land, a confluence 
of crises: Watergate and the constitutional 
peril, the economic enigma of simultaneous 
inflation and scarcity, the social and moral 
separateness. Taken together, they constitute 
a terrible threat to even the basic order of 
society. 


THE CLAIMED journalistic triumphs of 
Watergate already are falling apart. Even the 
Pulitzer Prize committee is under attack for 
rewarding those who kept the story alive for 
more than two years, however questionable 
their sources and hoAvever suspect their 
motives. 

The trap for journalism was the use cf 
unattributed sources and unconfirmed leaks, 
though the Washington Post stated that it 
required confirmation by two sources. But 
even the Post is acknowledging that it ran 
with two inaccurate Watergate stories. 

There is a truism in the newsrooms that a 
reporter is only as good as his source of in- 
formation. It is left to the judgment of the 
reporter and his editors whether the source is 
accurate and credible. In much of the 
Watergate coverage, the reader and viewer 
were given unattributed information and had 
only blind faith in the written or spoken word 
to guide them. 

Now that the stampede is quieting, the 
press critics and the public are in a mood to 
demand an accounting. Is it the role of the 
press to seek out and print unsubstantiated 
charges — whether or not they are later 
proven? Does the end really justify the 
means? 

IT IS TRUE that the press has been lied to 
and baited, diverted by evil men for their own 
purposes But if the press can be so treated 
and, in response, act like a spoiled brat, then 
journalism is in a very perilous state. 

Throughout the Watergate story, Panax 
newspapers have defended the President’s 
right to be treated fairly and have criticized 
those in the media who stampeded after the 
smell of his political blood. 

It gives us nopleasuretoknow that we were 
right all along

Bingel for help That very night, he and his 
wife took me into their family gathering 
where I experienced my first Christmas. 
There was love, joy and peace. 

“He introduced me to God. 

“From that timeonhe raised me as his own 
daughter and endured all of my rebellions and 
fantasies, hut never complained or lost his 
temper. He was gentle and longsuffering. 

“I never heard him be unkind or 
disrespectful to his wife or mother. He was a 
good husband who cherished his wife and 
honored his mother. 

“HE WAS A dedicated teacher who took a 
personal interest in his students and their 
futures He served faithfully for 44 years in 
schools in Wayne County. 

“He retired in 1962 from John Marshall 
Junior High School. He was a fine teacher. 
“He loved his country. 

“When his brother, Carl, passed away, he

talked about McKay and others interested in banking 
legislation. Two days later, he was shot to death. 

The grand jury hurriedly was given $250,000. a big in- 
vestigative staff and public approval for an investigation that 

turned into a circus . 

Result 9 Many indictments but only four legislators con- 
victed of graft. There was a hue and cry after Frank D. 
McKay, who was suspected popularly of having been 
somewhere in the background of Sen. Hooper s execution, 
but no such connection was ever established. 

ON THE OTHER SIDE in west Michigan politics there was 
an improbable group of reformers who set out to break 
McKay’s hold on the Republican Party and Grand Rapids 

g °Organizer of this reform group, dubbed the “Home Front,” 
was a dentist, W. B. VerMeulen, or “Doc,” as friends called 
him. He organized methodically, starling at the prannet 
level just as any professional pol would, but he had the in- 
stincts of a demagogue and a ward boss. It was a personal 
crusade, the crusade of a zealot. 

VerMeulen had influence, but he lacked manpower. At the 
end of 1945 the manpower came streaming home and he was 

in business. .... 

This was the setting in which Jerry Ford committed 
himself to public affairs. He certainly had no illusions about 
politics; but he did have ideals and goals. ..and ambition. He 

also had a long way to go. , . . .. 

AT HIS DEBUT IN 1948, Ford was so far down in the 
political pecking order that McKay did little about it when he 
challenged incumbent Congressman Bartel J. Jonkman. 

Jonkman was a real Frisian stonehead. Frisian stonehead 
is the epithet that one Grand Rapids Dutchman used for 
another who was too stubborn to be tolerated even by other 

Dutchmen. , . , . . , 

Like Michigan's Sen. Arthur Vandenberg, Jonkman had 

gone into World War II an isolationist and had, with Van- 
denberg, voted against appropriations to modernize and 
enlarge the armed forces. 

Vandenberg emerged from the war a father to the United 
Nations. Jonkman managed to come out neo-isolationist. 
That’s real stubbornness, and it made Jonkman very 

vulnerable. # .. ... 

AT 35 JERRY had the right amount of youth, the right 
amount of maturity, and an abundance of masculine hand- 
someness. He was eminently electable and everyone knew it. 

His first manifestation of political savvy was to remain 
aloof from the highly personal assault VerMeulen conducted 
against McKay. He had the full support of the “Home Fropt 
organization without chowdering and marching with it. 

Jerry’s problems were twofold: Congressman Jonkman 
was the incumbent and his name and ancestry were Dutch. 
Ford pondered the public mood and the ethnic composition of 
Kent and Ottawa counties w „ . 0 . . 

What kind of voters were they? In Grand Rapids the 
population was about half Dutch, perhaps one-quarter 
Polish, and the rest a melange of white anglo-Saxon 
Protestants like Jerry, Italians, blacks and Germans The 

Dutch vote was all-important. 

JERRY DECIDED on two main campaign methods^ going 
out on the street and into the countryside to shake the hand of 
every voter he could and drumming away at Jonkman with a 
challenge to personal debate on international affairs and 
other national issues. He did not mention McKay, but he had 

one encounter with him . . 

Leaving a meeting in Cedar Springs, he ran into the gray 
eminence, who had taken the trouble to journey a few miles 
north to size up the young interloper 
Jerry’s words were: “Hello, Mr McKay, how are you. 

sir 9 ” 

McKay uttered just one sentence before departing: “I like 
your style, young man, but Barney Jonkman is going to 
stomp all over you.” 

JONKMAN REFUSED to debate and thus let Jerry enjoy 
the role of underdog while many voters began to think Jonk- 
man really was afraid of Jerry 
Jerry later said: “Just being there in Congress, just 
hearing what is said in debate and in the cloakrooms, just 
knowing firsthand about legislation, gives the incumbent a 
great advantage. In a personal debate the incumbent is 
bound to seem knowledgeable about the job and he can point 
out where the challenger doesn’t ^ve real knowledge 
In later years Jerry made it an axiom that he would debate 
any challenger to his reelection and he did it repeatedly and 

Sl So^Jonkman’s disdain or fear, it didn’t matter which, left 
Jerry with only one problem : He wasn't Dutch. Later events 
proved it was no problem at all, but Jerry didn t take any 

^HE^IOAMED THE sidewalks of the city, attended every 
meeting whose door was open to him and coursed the far$n 
lanes of western Kent County and of largely rural Ottawa 

°He would say: “Hello, there I’m Jerry Ford, running for 
Congress Can I talk with you a minute 9 ” 

•Too busy pitchin’ hay.” the farmer replied and Jerry had 
another inspiration and said: “Mind if I help 

“Fork right there, young man. Know which end to hold 
onto?” 

JERRY SHUCKED HIS coat and tie, rolled up his sleeves 
and commenced pitching hay. Soon he was talking about the 
election and the farmer was listening 
The ethnic problem wasn’t quite so easy, or so thought 
Jerry and his campaign manager. Jack Stiles. Once a Dutch 
community leader told Stiles: “I like dot young man. If he 
vas Dutch, I vote by him.” 

“Oh. he’s part Dutch,” Stiles replied quickly. 

“Ja 9 Den I vote by him." promised the elder 
AS IT TURNED OUT the majority of Dutch voters didn t 
cast a straight ethnic ballot. In the primary Jerry defeated 
Jonkman 23,632 to 14.341, with 62.2 per cent of the total vote, 
and he carried the largely Dutch Ottawa County by about d 00 
votes. In the general election he won with 74,191 votes, or 60 5 
per cent He was not to receive less than that victory per- 
centage until 1972, when he defeated Jean McKee 104,045 to 
65,775 or 60 3 per cent. 

In the primary Jerry had something else going for him that 
has not been spelled out often or in detail in later political 
history. 

He had the active support of many liberal Democrats, 
including Leonard Woodcock, then a regional director of the 
Congress of Industrial Organizations, parent to the United 
Auto Workers International Union of which Woodcock later 
became president. 

When Jerry* won, there was a kind of nonpartisan 
celebration at Jack Stiles' country home A supporter had bet 
$50 that Jerry would carry Ottawa County and in the flush of 
victory donated the money toward the purchase of a formal 
wedding gown for Elizabeth (ever>’ one called her Betty) 

Bloomer _ ..... , 

JERRY FORD AND Betty Bloomer had not been childhood 
sweethearts It wasn’t in the cards He was five years older 
and already at the University of Michigan when she was a 
high school freshman. 

Their first real date was in the autumn of 1947, not many 
weeks after her divorce decree. 

Earlier accounts have recorded that Jerry proposed in 
May 1948 but said that the wedding couldn’t be until autumn 
because of “something that is coming up soon. 1 can t tell you 
about it yet.” 

It came in a few weeks when he filed as a candidate for 
Congress. 

NOW EVERYTHING was go and the two were married 
Oct. 15. 1948 in Grace Episcopal Church A few at the wed- 
ding, including his horrified mother, noted that Jerry was 
wearing one brown and one black shoe. 

Jerry Ford’s fiancee actually had been Elizabeth Bloomer 
Warren She had been married six years to William C. 
Warren of Grand Rapids and had divorced him Sept. 22, 1947, 
eight months before her engagement to Jerry. No previous 
account of the Jerry’ Ford family mentions this fact, but the 
names on the wedding license and the divorce records of 
Grand Rapids’ Superior Court attest it was so. The petition 
alleged the usual “extreme cruelty and complete in- 
compatibility” and boiled down to the fact Warren was a 
traveling salesman and away from home much of the time. 
There were no children; the divorce was uncontested. 

It was not a disgrace to be divorced in the Grand Rapids of 
that era. But on the other hand it was most emphatically not 
a political asset Jerry didn't advertise his mother’s divorce 
from his real father, or Betty’s divorce. It was prudent 
politics.

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Trustees deny library request for more funds 


A request from the Wayne County 
Federated Library System for additional 
funds to purchase some equipment for the 
Fred C. Fischer Library in Belleville has been 
denied by the Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees. 

The township trustees were asked by the 
county library system to approve $465.64 in 
additional funds for the purchase of two book 
trucks and two shelving units for the Fischer 


Library. County library officials had 
recommended the purchase. 

Township Trustee Stephen J Kuchta, who 
was supported by Trustee Darwin Kureth, 
made a motion to denv the request. 

KUCHTA SAJDthat he felt that the library 
should try to adjust its budget to cover the 
additional costs 

Besides Van Buren Township, the City of 
Belleville and Sumpter Township help sup- 


port the operation of the Belleville-located 
library. Their supporting financial share is 
based on percentage of use. 

In other business at last week’s meeting, 
the township board accepted the recom- 
mendation of Van Buren Fire Commissioner 
and Trustee Darwin Kureth and appointed 
Michael Barnes as a township fireman. He 
was assigned to Fire Department No. 1, 
located in downtown Belleville. 


The trustees also accepted and approved a 
1973-74 fiscal year audit prepared by the 
township auditors which disclosed a $14,900 
excess of revenue over expenditures, ac- 
cording to Township Supervisor G. Elton 
Gollwitzer. 

THE SUPERVISOR, said that the town- 
ship’s operating budget for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1 is $922,950 an increase of 
approximately $100,000 over last year’s 


operating budget. 

The trustees also: 

-approved a motion made by Kuchta to 
withdraw the township’s application to join 
the Huron Utilities Authority. 

—tabled a sand removal request filed by 
Sugden, Inc. and D&K Corp. of Novi. The 
firms are seeking a permit to remove 114,000 
cubic yards of sand from a 20.85-acre land 
parcel owned by Alex Szabo of Belleville.

Committee may have saved Michigan $100,000 


Four months before its final report is due, a special Senate 
committee investigating the operations of the Michigan 
Mental Health Department may have saved the state about 
$100,000 and solved an ongoing problem at the same time. 

State Sen. John E. McCauley (D-Grosse lie), chairman of 
the committee, said his group’s 2-man investigating team 
has recommended moving the forensic center now operated 


in Ypsilanti to what is known as H Building in Northville. 

“Currently, the forensic center is the object of a 
remodeling program that is estimated to cost about $125,000 
or more,” McCauley said “This involves extensive 
reworking of sections C-4 and C-6 at Ypsilanti. 

“THE INSTALLATION of a fence alone will cost about 
$85,000,” he added. 


“At the same time, our staff found that the H Building at 
Northville was constructed along maximum security lines, is 
not being fully utilized, and is scheduled for remodeling to 
accommodate mentally retarded patients,” he said. “Such a 
program will mean the elimination of many of the security 
features now in existence. 

“It seems to me that building up security programs in one 


place and tearing them out at another doesn’t make good 
sense.” 

McCauley added that many Ypsilanti residents have 
become increasingly concerned over the prospect of having a 
forensic clinic in their midst. Many of the patients to be 
treated there are criminally insane and likely to present a 
danger if they escape

Plant cuttings can produce 
a treasured greens array 


Using cutting from plants 
can help carry on a treasured 
fuana display in any 
household, if the amateur 
green thumb knows something 
about plant propagation. 

Cuttings ar*e leaves, stems 
or roots cut from the stock 
plant There are two types of 
stem cuttings, tip and cane; 
and three types of leaf cut- 
tings, whole leaf, leaf sections 
and leaf-bud. 

Tip cuttings are suitable for 
propagating coleus, schef* 
flera, geranium, fuchsia, 
Christmas cactus, pointsettia, 
philodendron, and other 
similar types. Tip cuttings are 
cut Just below a leaf and 
should be three to five Inches 
long. The more leaves left on 
the tip, the better. Remove 
any lower leaves before In- 
serting the tip in the rooting 
medium. 

Cane cuttings are used for 
propagating dumbcane, 
Chinese evergreen, dracaena, 
and similar plant* with cane- 
like stems Cut the cane three 
inches above the soil line and 
then cut it into pieces two to 
three inches long 

The circular rings, or leaf 
scars, contain dormant buds 
or eyes. Each piece should 
have two of these circular 
rings Place the cuttings 
slightly below the surface of 
the rooting medium, making 
sure the eye is facing up The 
eye will eventually form a new 
stem, and the remaining stock 
plant also will sprout a new 
stem 

Whole leaf cuttings are 
leaves, with or without stalks 
Insert the leaf base into the 


cutting medium just far 
enough to hold the leaf in 
place If the leaf has a stalk, u 
should not be more than 1 ^ 
inches long. 

Leal section cuttings are 


used to propagate Rex 
begonia and snake plants. The 
leaves are cut into pieces two 
to three inches long and In- 
serted into the rooting 
medium right side up

He has blossoms as hobby 


By MAUREEN CAMPS

Five years before Arthur 
Schneider retired he decided 
he was going to do something 
to avoid one of the biggest 
problems that beset retirees— 
boredom. 

It was then, 15 years ago, 
that Schneider, of Canton 
Township began raising 
African Violets. 

Today he is busy watering, 
fertilizing cross-pollinating 
and otherwise babying 160 
seedling; that will become 
full-blooming plants in about 
six months. They are only the 
latest batch of the scores of 
plants he has raised over the 
years. 

••I’VE ALWAYS liked 
flowers and I tried it, it in- 
terested me and I kept on,” he 
said. 

Schneider’s wife, Irene, 
summed up the reason for the 
hobby in a slightly different 
and perhaps more accurate 
way. 

“He was looking for 
something that he could do 
when he retired so he wouldn’t 
get under my skin,” she said, 
as her husband smiled in 
agreement 

Schneider keeps his plants 
in a small room in their mobile 
home, where they sprout 
under flourescent lights which 
to them is the sun. 

A TIMER REGULATES the 
amount of artificial sunlight 
they get each day, and the 
lights turn off after 12 to 16 
hours so the plants can get 
some sleep, he said. 

Once you have some good 
plants, you don’t really need to 
buy any morebecause you can 
get a new plant from a leaf of 
an old one or you can cross 
pollinate the seeds from your 
best African Violets, he added 

Schneider uses the cross- 
pollination method to produce 
new plants from the dust-like 
seeds of his violets. 

He has learned the fine 
points of his hobby by reading 
a bi-monthly magazine that is 
published for people who raise 
the plant and by the old- 
fashioned trial-and-error 
method. 



•YOU LEARN BY your 
mistakes," he said. “For 
instance, people sometimes 
kill them with kindness by 
watering them too much 
When I first started out, I 
watered them too much." 

The most expensive aspect 
of the hobby is the electricity 
needed to keep the plants 
under flourescent light 12 to 16 
hours every day. 


In the past, Schneider has 
given most of his flowers to 
church bazaars and other 
organizations and shouldered 
much of the expense himself. 

But this year, he’s going to 
see if he can find a church that 
will use the flowers for a sale 
of some kind and return a 
portion of the profits to him to 
cover expenses. 

OVER THE YEARS, 


Schneider has found that 
electric light is better for the 
plants because he could 
control it. Violets can be 
raised year round at room 
temperature as long as they 
have sunlight, he said. Direct 
sunlight or very hot tem- 
peratures will kill the plants, 
however, he added. 

Schneider has learned his 
hobby weD, and enjoys talking 


about his techniques and 
methods of turning out 
beautiful plants. 

“I’d be willing to help 
anyone get started on it," he 
offered. “I could tell them 
what little I know about 
raising African Violets." 

But after seeing the rows of 
plants germinating in the little 
work room and several 
beautiful blossoming violets 
exhibited throughout the 
home, don’t let Arthur 
Schneider tell you he only 
knows “a little.” . 


Greenery in bottle produces 
a magic garden under glass 


If you’re an artist, it could 
be a new medium in which to 
express yourself. If you’re a 
gardener, it could be a way to 
discover talents you may not 
have known you possess. And 
if you’re neither, it could be a 
most intriguing new ex- 
periment It’s a garden in a 
bottle. 

Preparing the garden will 
be a challenge, but an en- 
joyable one. Then watching 
the magic that happens as the 
bottle becomes a self- 
contained little world of its 
own-making its own at- 
mosphere, feeding the living 
plants that grow' in it - is a 
year-long pleasure. 


The members of the 
American Association of 
Nurserymen naturally are the 
authorities on the subject, and 
they have several suggestions 
to help you get started with 
your project. 

It all begins with a bottle 
Any good sized one will do. If 
you have one you’ve been 
saving because of an in- 
teresting shape or special 
significance, all the better. 

FIRST TO GO in is about an 
inch of gravel, just fine 
enough to fit through the neck 
of the bottle. The soil on top of 
the gravel, a few inches deep, 
should be dry when you put it 
in — and a funnel of some sort 


Plants need love 


Three ingredients of success 
in the continuing health of 
indoor plants in a home or 
office are light, humidity, and 
temperature. 

The American Association 
of Nurserymen counsels that 
the amount of light required 
by an indoor planting depends 
on the type of plant, itself. The 
garden center will recom- 
mend the density of light 
required for each plant. For 
some, the natural light 
available will suffice, others 
will require additional 


illumination. 

The moisture, or humidity, 
required usually is less than 
the amateur indoor gardener 
might expect A “moisture 
meter" is a highly useful 
device for measuring this 
factor and is available from 
most garden centers. 

The happiest temperature 
for indoor plants is about 70 to 
72 degrees, and offices or 
homes with a number of 
plantings should avoid 
changing the temperature 
significantly at night. 


because of its aromatic 
properties. 

According to horticulturists 
at Michigan State University, 
piper is an excellent, 
decorative houseplant. A tall 
clumber with slender, reddish 
stems, the plant has waxy, 
shield-like leaves colored in 
deep green with silvery pink 
markings. The markings will 
turn white as the plant ages, 
they said. 

In planting the piper, the 
soil should be rich in humus or 
other organic matter. An 
addition of rough manure and 
some loam will give the soil 
structure. 

The soil should be kept 
evenly moist, but not con- 
stantly wet. Temperatures for 
the plants can range from 50 to 
65 degrees at night and 70 to 85 
degrees on a sunny day. 

In exposing the plant to 
sunlight, horticulturists 
recommend diffused light. 
Ideally, the piper should be 
placed near a window on the 
east side of a home. 

Theplant can be propagated 
by stem tip cuttings.

win be helpful at this stage A 
somewhat sandy mixture is 
suggested, with a bit of 
crushed charcoal to assure 
porosity and aeration. The 
garden center will have a 
prepared soil, if you would 
rather not mix your own. 

Now comes the tricky part, 
and your chance to express 
your creativity: planting the 
miniature garden You will 
practice some of the skills 
used by people who build those 
little ships in botUes, and a 
couple of homemade tools will 
be helpful. A spoon and a fork 
smaD enough to fit into the 
bottle, with long, slender 
extensions of wood or wire tied 


to them, will 6erve as your 
spade and rake in the planting 
process. 

Use very small plants such 
as ferns, mosses, violets, 
tree seedlings of hollies 
junipers, hemlock and other 
similar materials. Certain 
miniature roses a Iso enjoy life 
in a bottle. 

Whatever you put in the 
garden, keep in mind that the 
object is to create an at- 
tractive scene with a main 
display of plants, a 
background, some open space, 
all the elements you would 
include in a full-size land- 
scaping 
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ADDED PROTECTION — Horticulturists 
recommend the addition of plant polishes to 
impart a glossy finish on foliage and 
flowering plants. A soft cloth can be 


used to add the luster. Dusting plants also 
helps improve the household decoratives* 
appearance. 


Plant dusting extends 
decoratives' life span 


Household plants like pieces of furniture 
are prone tocollecting dust, and light dusting 
of the decoratives not only can improve their 
appearance but add to their life span 

Horticulturists recommend that plants be 
dusted, washed or polished to improve the 
appearance and growth of the foliage. 

Plant polishes are available in garden 
stores or floral shops and can be applied 
easily 

Experts suggest the plant’s leaves be wiped 
with a soft damp cloth to remove the ac- 
cumulation of dust. The polish then should 
be appbed gently to make the leaves shiny 


and attractive 

The plant, however, should not be wilting 
when the cleanup is undertaken. 

If uncertain as to the plant's tolerability of 
polishing, indoor gardeners should apply the 
polish to two or three leaves Let the plant set 
for about a week. If there is no damage to the 
cleaned leaves, then the rest of the plant can 
be shined. 

However, plants having furry leaves, 
should never be polished. Horticulturists 
recommend that such plants be dusted with a 
camel hair brush to avoid a scuffed ap- 
pearance. 


Moveable pots provide 


for plants' relocation 


When was the last time you 
changed a picture on the wall 
in your home's entryway. or 
moved a chair in the living 
room, or shifted the furniture 
in the family room? You were 
exercising a decorative talent 
and desire that you should 
apply to the outdoor living 
areas of your home as well. 
One way to do that, according 
to the American Association of 
Nurserymen, is to plant some 
of your favorites in moveable 
containers 

A wide variety of annuals 
are asking to be planted in 
tubs or pots so they can be 
moved from place to place to 
add their color to different 
environments around the 
patio or terrace or place to 
play in your yard. The list of 
permanent plants that thrive 
in containers is long. 

Planting in a container is no 
more effort than usual garden 
planting, if a few simple steps 
are observed 

HANDSOME VARIETIES 
of containers, made of oak, 
redwood, cypress, artificial 
stones, and other materials, 
always are available at 
garden centers, or you may 
develop your own from an 
interesting barrel or cask or 
pot you find appealing 

Whether you buy the con- 
tainers or prepare your own, 
you’ll find easier mobility if 
casters are placed un- 
derneath If wheels or rollers 
are not used, make sure to 
elevate the tub on blocks or 


bricks to assure aeration and 
drainage. 

The first material to put into 
the container is a layer of 
cinders, small rocks, gravel or 
other drainage material. Then 
fill the tub with coarse, fertile 
soil. Give all this a thorough 
watering and let it drain 
before you plant. 

Once your plants are in- 
stalled, regular feeding and 
watering is important. Most 
experts suggest a bi-weekly 
application of liquid fertilizer 


after healthy roots fill the 
container. 

The soil should be kept moist, 
and this may require a good 
soaking every two to four 
days, even more frequently in 
summer. 

IF YOU HAVE planted 
permanent growth, plan to 
take off the top two or three 
inches of soil from the con- 
tainer about once a year and 
replace it with a fresh mix- 
ture. Soil for annuals should 
be replaced entirely each time 
you replant.

New legislation to cut erosion and vandalism 


Two biDs dealing with cemetery vandalism 
and a maintenance tax levy have been either 
approved and sent to the governor or in- 
troduced in the State House of Represen- 
tatives 

A bill has been enacted toughening 
penalties for cemetery vandalism, in an effort 
to curb destruction of cemeteries 
Under the old law, such destruction was a 
misdemeanor 


THK NEW LAW provides that a person, 
other than the burial right owner or person in 
charge of the cemetery, who intentionally 
destroys, mutiliates or removes any 
gravestone or other structure, including 
plants, is guilty of a misdemeanor 
However, if such damage amounts to more 
than $100 or involves tw'o or more separate 
gravesites, the person would be guilty of a 
felony, punishable by a fine of up to $2,500 


and-or imprisonment for up to five years 
The felony provision is consistent with other 
laws dealing with the malicious destruction of 
other forms of personal property 
The other bill, introduced by State Rep 
Edward E Mahalak (D-Romulus), would 
allow townships, with the approval of voters, 
to levy a tax for the maintenance, repair of 
improvements of dikes, erosion control 
structures. 


TOWNSHIPS PRESENTLY lack the 
statutory authority to levy taxes for the 
repair and maintenance of dikes. 

The bill is directed primarily toward those 
townships on Lake Erie which are in need of 
some way to help protect residents from 
serious property damage caused by flooding 
and erosion 

The Mahalak bOl would authorize a 
township board, by resolution, to submit to 


voters a tax for the maintenance, repair or 
improvement of dikes located within the 
township. The tax could not exceed two mills. 
The revenue could be used for no other pur- 
pose. 

The proposal would affect townships on the 
Great Lakes and such connecting waterways 
as the Detroit River, St. Clair River, Lake St. 
Clair. St. Mary's River and the Keweenaw 
Waterway.
